The new Vauxhall Ampera and Nissan Leaf, two new 
electric cars, were on hand at the facility in the Grove 
Theatre Car Park, in Court Drive, on Thursday along 
with Cllr Nigel Young and Cllr Ann Sparrow, to show 
residents what the future of motoring will look like. 

There will be 1,200 of these new charging points in 
the East of England by March 2013 and on some 
vehicles it is possible to get an 80 per cent 
recharge in half an hour. 

Mr Selous said: “I am 
delighted that 
Dunstable is 
getting 


ready for a key industry of the future. Petrol and 
diesel prices remain high and the cost of electric 
vehicles will fall over the next few years.” 

The point is one of the first in the area to be includ¬ 
ed in the Source East Electric Vehicle Recharging 
Network. 

Central Bedfordshire Council has worked with 
Source East, managed by EValu8 Transport 
Innovations Ltd, to install the point and introduce 
electric vehicles as part of its ‘commitment to enhance 
sustainable transport’.

Tory party’s finances put 
before cash for charities

TERMINALLY ill children in 
hospice care will not benefit 
from the proceeds of Tory 
grandees’ fundraisers in the 
future. 

At a meeting of the Mid- 
Bedfordshire Conservative 
Association on Thursday 
night, members were unhap¬ 
py that the group had split the 
£2,500 proceeds of a recent 
event for Keech Hospice, 
based in Great Bramingham 
Lane, Streatley, with the chari¬ 


ty while they were financially 
‘in the red’. 

The hospice cares for adults 
living in Luton and South 
Bedfordshire and children 
from across Bedfordshire, and 
its ‘aim is to help patients 
enjoy the highest quality of 
life, while providing vital sup¬ 
port for their family and 
friends throughout their loved 
one’s illness and in their 
bereavement’. 

Members of the 
Conservative Association 
voted to no longer give some 
of the cash raised to charitable 


organisations until they bal¬ 
ance their books. 

Luton on Sunday under¬ 
stands that three functions 
were previously held by the 
Conservatives, including a 
recent function at Eversholt 
Village Hall attended by more 
than 150 people at £35 a tick¬ 
et, where the money raised 
was split evenly between the 
Association and the Hospice, 
which is Mid-Bedfordshire MP 
Nadine Dorries’ chosen 
charity. 

When the event was dis¬ 
cussed by members of the 


group last week, some raised 
issues with having to share the 
money with the charity and it 
was decided that the group 
would not share the cash at 
any more events until they 
had more money 

An anonymous source said: 
“It is very disappointing if it is 
true. 

“David Cameron’s key theme 
for government is the Big 
Society and associations have 
been implored to get involved 
with the voluntary and chari¬ 
table sector. 

“Unfortunately if this deci¬ 


sion has been taken it evokes 
themes of a nasty party which 
I sincerely hope isn’t the case.” 

Deputy chairman of the 
Association, Central 

Bedfordshire Councillor 

Budge Wells, said: “At the 
meeting of our group on 
Thursday we discussed the 
accounts for the year to the 
current date which showed we 
were going to make a consid¬ 
erable loss on running the 
Mid-Beds constituency this 
year. 

“While in the past we have 
been very happy to share our 


proceeds from events with 
charities, we felt that until we 
get ourselves back in the 
black, we have got to make as 
much money as possible just 
to run our constituency office. 

“I will not say who voted for 
or against it but we all dis¬ 
cussed the matter and when it 
came to a vote it was decided 
that although we are not going 
to stop sharing the proceeds 
indefinitely, until we can 
break even on running costs it 
is not possible to keep doing it 
as we have been for many 
years.”

Google will come to the 
aid of lost’ passengers

It is the first UK airport to 
be displayed on Google’s 
database, so expect to see 
holidaymakers with their 
heads down following their 
mobile device around the 
building.

CID go back 
to the start 

BEDFORDSHIRE Police’s 
Criminal Investigations 
Department (CID) will move 
from Dunstable to Luton - 
nine months after it was 
switched in the other direc¬ 
tion. 

The force’s CID went to 
Dunstable Station, in West 
Street, as part of a £4,000 
restructuring move in 
October 2011. 

A force spokesman said: “It 
has been agreed that the 
crime hub for the south will 
be better at Luton as, among 
other things, the cell facilities 
have greater capacity. 

“The costs of moving are 
pretty minimal, as 
Bedfordshire Police own 
both buildings which are 
three miles apart. 

“When the CID department 
leave, other units and 
departments from elsewhere 
will take the space.” 

In May, Luton on Sunday 
reported Dunstable Station 
may close as part of an ongo¬ 
ing review of the force’s 
buildings. 

The spokesman added: 
“Dunstable Station is not for 
sale now and there are 
absolutely no plans to sell it.”

Ben’s work in Iraq aims to 
show humanity message

AN ARTIST has painted a 
‘Peace for Luton' message on 
a mountain in Iraq. 

Ben Hodson, from Luton, 
travelled to the Middle East 
country with the sole inten¬ 
tion of creating the symbol. 

The 26-year-old, with the 
help of Iraqi artists including 
internationally renowned 
Ismail Khayat, literally paint¬ 
ed the side of a mountain on 
the site of a dramatic peace 
project on the turn of the mil¬ 
lennium. 

Ben said: “When Ismail ini¬ 



tially did the project it was 
about bringing peace to two 
opposing Kurdish factions in 
the north of the country. 

“It appears that his interven¬ 
tion as an artist kicked off the 


peace process and he is wide¬ 
ly credited with being instru¬ 
mental in bringing the two 
opposing sides together.” 

During the trip Ben exhibit¬ 
ed a solo exhibition of artwork 


that was made in Luton. Ben 
added: “I am passionate 
about showing the beauty and 
common humanity in every 
culture. Ours is no different. 

“As we have displayed at 
number of Iraqi exhibitions in 
England and Wales, it is great 
to show British people and 
culture to the Iraqi people 
themselves.” 

Ben was joined in his Iraq 
effort by 49-year-old story¬ 
teller Ian Rowlands. Together 
they also put together a film 
on ‘how creativity and people 
can help to bring about posi¬ 
tive change, even in the most 
difficult of situations’. 


Zimbabwean man ‘fathered daughter’s child’ 


POLICE have said they are investigating 
‘a complaint in relation to a sexual 
offence’ after internet reports surfaced 
that a Zimbabwean fled the UK after 
impregnating his daughter. 

The story, which appeared on the 
Zimbabwe Mail website, alleges that the 
man, who lived in Luton, left the country 
a few days before his daughter was due 


to give birth because whistleblowers 
had alerted the authorities. 

It also says the girl was taken by the 
UK social services who gave her a place 
to stay with her newly delivered baby 
boy. 

Bedfordshire Police confirmed they 
have been alerted to the matter but 
could not comment further as ‘inquiry is 


ongoing and therefore it would not be 
appropriate to comment further’. 

They also said they were working with 
various partners on this case. 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman 
said: “An alleged incident like this would 
be subject to a police investigation so it 
would be inappropriate for us to 
comment.”

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Union slams ‘perk’ 
of retention cash

UNIONS have slammed council 
proposals to continue paying 
workers in ‘hard-to-filF jobs a 
recruitment and retention 
allowance for another 12 months 
- when lower paid workers 
haven't been paid a £250 bonus 
approved by the Chancellor. 

In November, Luton on Sunday 
reported that Luton Borough 
Council had given around 
£744,000 in Recruitment and 
Retention allowances to 259 
employees - and on average, one 
in ten staff received £2,873. 

The payments were made to 
those in posts that might be 
proven to be difficult to recruit to 
or in a position where there is a 
national shortage. 


Jimmy Cummings, a senior repre¬ 
sentative for the union Unite, criti¬ 
cised the payments while lower 
paid staff weren’t getting bonuses. 

He said: “It is morally wrong to 
continue to make extra payments 
to those employed in higher 
grades, when the £250 a year pay 
rise for lower grade, as approved 
by the chancellor George 
Osborne has not been paid to 
Luton Borough Council workers. 

“People are struggling on the 
lower pay grades and the £250 
would be of great benefit to them. 

“We can’t continue to have this 
kind of perk while people are 
being thrown out of their jobs, 
and there is no shred of evidence 
that would support the continua¬ 
tion of payments being made as 
they are currently. 

“The unions will have to cam¬ 


paign publicly if this report is 
approved.” 

A decision on the Luton propos¬ 
als is expected at a council meet¬ 
ing on Thursday. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The matter will 
be considered very carefully at 
Administration Committee on 
Thursday, so it would be inappro¬ 
priate for us to comment until 
after the meeting.” 

A Treasury spokesperson said: 
“Local government pay remains a 
matter for negotiation and agree¬ 
ment between employers and 
unions. But we have made clear 
that we expect local government 
to show restraint on pay in line 
with the rest of the public sector 
as well as seeking to provide the 
lower paid with some protection 
from the impact of pay restraint.”

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CPS to look at file in case 
of woman left on minibus

THE Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) is deciding whether 
charges should be brought in the 
case of an elderly dementia suf¬ 
ferer who was left on a council 
minibus for 14 hours. 

Bedfordshire Police have finished 
their investigation into the inci¬ 
dent in which a woman, who is in 
her 80s, was left on the bus 
overnight on April 30 at Luton 
Borough Council’s Kingsway depot 
and was only discovered at 7am 
the following day by a driver, hav¬ 
ing been alone there for 14 hours. 

She should have been taken to 


her flat at Jill Jenkins Court extra 
care home in Whipperley Ring, 
Luton, after attending Hockwell 
Ring Day Centre. 

The driver of the minibus was 
‘suspended without prejudice’ 
the same day and an internal 
investigation was immediately 
launched, after council chief 
executive Trevor Holden prom¬ 
ised that ‘action will be taken’. 

The police have now passed the 
file to the CPS. A CPS spokesman 
said: “We understand that the file 
has been sent from Bedfordshire 
Police in the last couple of days. 

“Once we have received it we 
will review it to consider whether 
any criminal charges should be 


brought.” A spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “Our 
investigation is complete and all 
information has been passed to 
the CPS for a decision on whether 
a charge will be made.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
police investigation needs to be 
completed before internal inves¬ 
tigations can conclude. 

“The adult safeguarding board 
will examine the reports from all 
the agencies involved including 
the police and co-ordinate 
recommendations. 

“It is impossible to judge how 
long this will take and will largely 
depend on how the investigations 
go.”

One in ten jobs 
go at authority

THERE have been 975 job losses at 
Luton Borough Council over the 
last two years - equating to more 
than one in ten staff. 

The figures, which come from the 
latest public sector employment 
survey from the Office of National 
Statistics (ONS), leave Luton seventh 
highest in the job losses league for 
the East of England. 

The council had 9,591 employees 
including teachers and teaching 
staff during the first three months of 
2010, compared to 8,616 during the 
same period in 2012 - a 10.2 per cent 
reduction. 

GMB regional secretary Paul Hayes 
said: “What lies behind these statis¬ 
tics is the cold hard fact that this 
Government has destroyed 30,300 
local authority jobs in the East of 
England. 

“In the UK as a whole 424,000 jobs 
have been lost in the public sector of 
which a total of 236,900 have been 
lost in local councils in England and 
Wales. 

“The Government’s role is to deliv¬ 
er an economy which grows employ¬ 
ment and living standards. Perhaps 
someone should take a note around 
to Number Eleven Downing Street to 
explain this to the Chancellor.” 

A council spokesman said: “These 
are tough financial times and we’ve 
had to make tough decisions to 
achieve a balanced budget and 



protect key services for local people, 
particularly with the massive budget 
cuts imposed on us by Central 
Government. 

“But if you look at percentages of 
staff rather than numbers, which 
provides a more realistic picture 
overall, Luton has only lost ten per 
cent of its original workforce of 
which only 315 have been redun¬ 
dancies (and still balanced the 
books despite a 20 per cent drop in 
budget), unlike other authorities 
who have made massive cuts includ¬ 
ing Central Beds who have lost 
almost 30 per cent of their staff or 
Welwyn and Hatfield who have lost 
around 46 per cent. 

“In the last two years Luton Borough 
Council has already made huge 
changes to become more efficient, sav¬ 
ing around £35m. But we now have to 
find almost another £28m. 

“This means by 2016 the council 
will have had to save more than 
£60m in five years - and operate with 
around 30 per cent less than we 
received in 2010/11.”

Issue will hit our pockets 

SIR - Steve Lowe’s warning about 
the potential consequences of pri¬ 
vatising police back office func¬ 
tions could not be more timely. 

As Beds CC (RIP) Unison Branch 
Secretary at the time of the so- 
called ‘partnership programme’, we 
witnessed the worst performing 
county council in the country get 
worse.

But what topped both these cases 
was the ‘partnership’ with HBS - a 
disaster which we in Unison tried 
to avert with the publication of 
‘Failing Best Value’, our report 
which raised all the concerns that 
the ideologically driven county 
council chose to ignore. 

The result was a disaster which 
cost us all dear - how much is 
impossible to say since of course, 
we were not allowed to know. 

So, we allow G4S to gobble up yet 
more of the public sector - result¬ 
ing in worse terms and conditions 
for staff (which we all pay for when 
people are paid so poorly they have 
to rely on the benefits system), and 
the priority being making more 
profit for their shareholders rather 
than serving the people of 
Bedfordshire.

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Dog sinks teeth 
into attacker

A HERO pooch rescued his 
owner and bit her attacker 
who struck in woodland. 

The 27-year-old woman was 
left extremely shaken after 
being approached by a man 
while walking her dog near 
Plaiters Way, Houghton Regis, 
on Wednesday 

The victim was on the 
phone when she was forced 
to the floor. 

Her attacker demanded 
money before grabbing a stick 
and beating her with it sever¬ 
al times. 

But her dog, seeing his 
owner was in trouble, 
returned and sank its teeth 
into the man, who then fled. 

The woman was taken to 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
for treatment to minor 
injuries. 

Detective Constable Barry 
Kerr said: “This was a coward¬ 
ly attack on a lone woman 


which has left her very dis¬ 
tressed. 

“I would like to reassure the 
public that we are doing all 
we can to identify and appre¬ 
hend this individual and I am 
eager to hear from anyone 
who can assist us in this mat¬ 
ter.” 

The offender was white, very 
tanned, between 19 and 25 
years old, of stocky build, 6ft, 
with a pronounced jaw and 
defined cheekbone, and short 
dark brown or black hair. 

He was wearing a blue 
t-shirt with white writing 
which ran diagonally across 
it, black baggy jeans and 
black trainers. 

The man also had a new 
look Celtic tattoo on his fore¬ 
arm and smelt of alcohol and 
cannabis.

A S this Government 

continues our triumphant 
journey back to the 
nineteenth century, the Home 
Secretary wants to ensure no 
foreign modernist radicals enter 
our fine country.

The present exam is too 
focussed on rights and benefits 
and this one will be all about 
what made, and makes, this 
country great. 

Aspiring citizens will be told 
that historically the UK is a 
Christian country, but I am 
assuming not that it was also 
historically a place where the 
rich could whip the poor for 
fun, women did not have the 
vote and were considered chat¬ 
tels and the Establishment of 
the day supported and made a 
lot of money from slavery. 

Bringing those back will be for 
the second term, no doubt. 

They will also have to learn 
and be able to recite the first 
verse of the National Anthem, 
which would rule out many of 
our current sportsmen. 

Of course there will be many 
people, within this country and 
without, who will not want to 
recite the National Anthem, 
for religious, ethical and politi¬ 
cal reasons. No doubt stocks 
and ducking stools are being 
brought back for them. 

There will be lots of history 
questions, which will be on how 
great this country once was and 
questions on inventions and

discoveries. Apart from the fact 
that the history will be obvious¬ 
ly biased - slaughter, subjuga¬ 
tion, supporting apartheid and 
expropriation not to be men¬ 
tioned - it would be interesting 
to see how many present British 
citizens would be able to 
answer the questions. 

Sir Bernard Crick (what did he, 
along with American, Watson, 
discover?), helped on the previ¬ 
ous test. He refused to put in 
some history questions, as he 
said there was no point asking 
questions to which 80 per cent 
of present citizens would not 
know the answer. 

There will also be culture 
questions, which is not some¬ 
thing you find in your fridge 
after you have been on holiday 
for two weeks. And weird ques¬ 
tions, such as how many hours 
can a teenage schoolchild work: 
ten or 14? I have no idea. 

Perhaps prospective citizens 
will also be asked if they can 
saddle a horse, whether drivers 
of 4X4s are allowed to park how 
and where they like and what is 
the going rate for a good butler. 

The truth is that there is a view 
of this country by a Southern 
political elite which simply does 
not correspond to reality. Trying 
to enforce this citizens’ test 
would be completely unfair and 


make us look vaguely ridicu¬ 
lous, like Norman Tebbitt’s 
‘cricket’ test. It also does not 
work economically or culturally 
as immigration creates a more 
open labour market and a more 
creative, diverse population. 

The might of the USA was 
built on this as it openly asked 
countries to “give them their 
poor, huddled masses, yearning 
to be free.” 

What is also forgotten is that, 
even in Victorian England, there 
was a pretty liberal immigration 
policy. We even allowed Karl 
Marx, a German-Jewish revolu¬ 
tionary communist, to live here. 

To be fair he would probably 
have been able to pass a citizens’ 
test. I can only hope countries 
like Spain do not follow our lead, 
or we really will have some 
undesirables returning back to 
the UK. Still our Government 
might like them, as many of the 
Costa ex-pats are likely to vote 
Tory and some of them even 
have the knowledge of how to 
make money out of banking. 

What next, I hear you ask. 

I look forward to the energy 
policy deciding to return to fos¬ 
sil fuels because we need to 
build lots of chimneys so we 
can send children up them. 

It builds character and sorts 
the wheat from the chaff.

AS part of its 21st birthday celebrations, Keech Hospice Care, 
based in Great Bramingham Lane, Streatley, is calling on the 
community to give a gift to the charity in support of their new 
campaign.

KEECH Hospice Care has 
reached the grand old age of 21. 

To coincide with the landmark 
birthday, the charity is calling on 
people in the community to 
make a small donation to enable 
the care and support they 
provide to continue. 

The ‘Special to us appeal’ has 
been created to remind everyone 
that each and every person who 
comes to the hospice is unique 
and deserves the most appropri¬ 
ate and efficient treatment. 

One couple championing the 
campaign are Danny Kerr, 27, 
and his wife Samantha Charles- 
Kerr, 26, who made the heart¬ 
breaking decision to move their 
daughter Lexi Deborah Kira 
Charles-Kerr to Keech when she 
was just 14 days old. 

Lexi was desperately ill from 
the day she was born in 
September 2011, and her parents 
had been warned that she would 
not make the night. 

She fought on, surviving day 
after day, but although Lexi 
became stronger the doctors at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital told 
the couple to expect the worst. 

It was at this point that 
Danny and Sam were given the 
opportunity to take Lexi to 
Keech. 

Danny said: “It was something 
we were worried about, a hospice 
is somewhere that people go to 
live out their last days, and of 
course we wanted our daughter 
to live. 

“Before our first visit Samantha 
was in tears in the car park, but 
by the time we had been shown 


around she was smiling. We were 
struck by how homely and 
friendly everyone was, and we 
knew that this was the best place 
for Lexi to be. 


“The staff at the hospital were 
great, but at Keech we were given 
more freedom to be parents to 
our daughter - we were able to 
feed her, change her and admin-

ister her medication. We were 
able to stay with Lexi in a room 
above hers so it felt like being at 
home, and all our family and 
friends were able to visit us at 
any time.” 

Danny, who is a huge Rangers 
football fan, spoke of one day 
that was particularly special to 
him. 

He said: “Knowing that Lexi was 
going to die it was really impor¬ 
tant to me that I was able to 
share my passion for football 
with her. 

“Rangers were playing Celtic, 
and the nurses at Keech arranged 
it so that Lexi was able to be in 
the front room with me while the 
game was on. 

“I’m so glad I got to see one 
game with my little girl, and that 
wouldn’t have been possible 
otherwise.” 

Tragically after five days at 


Keech, Lexi passed away aged 
just 19 days old. 

Danny said: “Obviously it was 
an incredibly sad time, but the 
staff there have helped us 
through. 

“Keech helped us create five 
days of good memories that 
would help us to overcome the 
pain and enable us to smile 
through our tears. 

“That is why we are supporting 
Keech with this appeal, and 
would recommend anyone with 
any spare cash to make a gift and 
donate so others can experience 
the same care.” 

Celia Hedley, 64, is another who 
is heading the campaign for 
donations to Keech. 

After experiencing the respite 
care Keech provided when her 
husband Robert was terminally 
ill with tumours on his brain and 
lung, Celia turned to the hospice 


for support after he passed away 
in 2009. She said: “My family and 
friends were supportive and 
couldn’t do enough for me after 
Robert passed away, but after 
a couple of months I felt like I 
was boring people and couldn’t 
openly talk about my memories 
with him. 

“I was struggling with my grief 
when I heard that Keech offered 
a bereavement service. 

“They had been fantastic 
throughout Robert’s illness, so I 
spoke to one the members of 
staff who gave me details of a 
support group that I could join.

Call for action to tackle 
estate’s ‘drug’ problem

A COUPLE have claimed that 
drug-taking and other filthy 
activities in their neighbour¬ 
hood is making their lives a 
misery. 

Robert Norris, 42, of Whipperley 
Ring, Luton, and his partner 
Terrence Swain, 61, claim they 
been in constant contact with 
Luton Borough Council regarding 
anti-social behaviour including 
noise and drug-taking for around 
two years, but have seen little 
done to stop the problems. 

Mr Swain said: “We can con¬ 
stantly smell cannabis, see people 
regularly urinating against build¬ 
ings and can’t sleep due to the 
amount of noise late at night. 

“These problems have been 
ongoing since 2010, when we first 
contacted the council, and have 
just got worse and worse since.” 

A council spokesman said: “The

council and the police are work¬ 
ing with anyone who has reported 
anti-social behaviour to help 
resolve the issue. 

“We are already working with 
Mr Norris in connection with his 
allegations about another tenant. 
We have installed noise monitors 


in Mr Norris’ home on several 
occasions but no problem has 
been recorded. 

“The Farley Hill ward council¬ 
lors hold a surgery in the Farley 
Hill Community Centre, in 
Delphine Close, every Saturday 
from lOam-noon specifically for 
local residents to come along and 
discuss any issues or concerns, 
and they have not received any 
recent reports about anti-social 
behaviour.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “We 
will do all we can to stop anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“If anybody has information 
about crimes or people commit¬ 
ting anti-social behaviour in their 
area, they should contact 
Bedfordshire Police by calling 
101 . 

“All information is used to crack 
down on these issues, and togeth¬ 
er we can keep Luton a safe place 
to live, work and visit.”

Watch out for cold-calls 
over insurance claims

TRADING standards officers are 
warning residents to be wary of a 
telephone scam after receiving 
complaints about cold-callers 
claiming consumers are entitled 
to a payout for missold Payment 
Protection Insurance (PPI). 

One consumer in Luton 
believed they were entitled to 
£3,000 compensation and paid 
£369 using Ukash vouchers to the 
caller to process the claim. 

They only realised it was a scam 
when they were asked for a fur¬ 
ther £1,080 to get their money. 

To make matters worse, the 
company is falsely claiming to be 
a legitimate PPI claims company 
based in London, which fools 
people into thinking the call is 
genuine. 

Luton Borough Cllr Mohammed 



Ashraf (pictured) said: “Please 
ignore approaches about PPI, acci¬ 
dent compensation or loans unless 
you know the call is genuine. 

“Never make payments up front 
and be careful about using any 


payment voucher or money trans¬ 
fer service unless you know pre¬ 
cisely where the money is going. 

“Consumers lose millions of 
pounds a year to this sort of scam, 
most of which are based outside 
the UK. 

“So please protect yourself by 
ignoring this type of call and 
hanging up.” 

So far the council has received 
two complaints about this partic¬ 
ular scam but it is one of a long 
line of similar rackets including 
fake loans, fake accident com¬ 
pensation and fake lottery wins 
and a company claiming to be 
working with the police and local 
authority to install alarm systems 
in properties. 

TUI scammers use untraceable 
payment methods or money 
transfers to extract as much cash 
from the victim as possible before 
disappearing. 


Robbers asked for time - then stole phone 


A 20-YEAR-0LD man was attacked 
and robbed of his phone in broad 
daylight. 

The victim was walking along 
Windsor Walk, Luton, at around 
3pm on June 27 when he was 
approached by two men who 
asked for the time. 


The man pulled his phone from 
his pocket and read the time out 
to the pair, but as he put it back in 
the robbers attacked him and took 
his phone. 

The robbers are both described 
as men with an Asian appearance, 
between 20 and 25 years old, 


5ft 11 ins tall with a muscular build. 
The first had short dark hair and 
wore a dark coloured pullover and 
dark jeans, while the second was 
wearing dark coloured clothing.

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Simon completes bike challenge 


A CYSTIC fibrosis sufferer has successfully completed 
a gruelling 1,000-mile charity bike ride in just nine days. 

Prolific fundraiser Simon Stothard, of Langdale Road, 
Dunstable, had been expecting to complete the epic trek 
from John O'Groats to Lands End as part of a team. 

But he was forced to undertake the journey alone - 
with the help of a friend who drove a van with supplies 
alongside him - after a mix-up with travel arrangements 
meant the others could not go. 

The 29-year-old will today carry the Olympic Torch along 
New Bedford Road, Luton, at 6.40pm, an honour he has 
been given to celebrate his fundraising efforts. 

All sponsorship money, which currently stands at around 
£3,000, will go to the Cystic Fibrosis Trust to help other 
sufferers of the disease. 

The condition is the result of a defective gene which 
clogs the lungs and digestive system with thick mucus, 
resulting in chronic infections and difficulty digesting food. 

Simon said: “This bike ride was the toughest thing I’ve 
ever done. 

“There were times when I genuinely didn't think I had 
anything else to give, I was completely drained and it was 
quite lonely cycling alone. 

“But the support of my friends and family - and in 
particular the support of my best friend Nick Munn, who 
drove the van alongside me - kept me going. 

“Carrying the Olympic Torch will be a way of saying thank 
you to all those who have supported me along the way. 

“I’m no longer nervous about holding the flame and am 
looking forward to the event.”

Packing a solid 280PS and featuring a 
bombproof feel and sharp driving dynam¬ 
ics, the Vauxhall Astra VXR is a car that feels 
as if it's been 

engineered with care and not just to attain a 
headline-grabbing power figure. It's also 
probably the best-looking car in its class. In 
other words, there's a lot to like 

There's talent here. The HiPerStrut front sus¬ 
pension does a great job of reducing front 
wheel camber changes during cornering, 
boosting steering feel and quelling undesir¬ 
able torque-steer under hard acceleration. 
As a result, the VXR's front end feels enor¬ 
mously reassuring. Even with the stability 
control switched fully off, the chassis does¬ 
n't feel playful and delicate in its reactions, 
like that of a Renault sport Megane, but it 
counters with a very Germanic feeling of 
healthy over-engineering. The three-stage 
FlexRide switches between 'Normal', 'Sport' 
and 'VXR' modes and adjusts both throttle 
action and damping: even the sportiest VXR 
mode works well on British roads. In addi¬ 
tion to the work done by ZF Sachs on 
dampers, Vauxhall engineers have stiffened 
the standard 


springs by around 30 per cent and lower 
by a further 10 millimetres all round, compared 
with a 1.6T Astra GTC. The ESP stability control 
can be switched from 'Normal' to 'Competitive' and 
then fully off. Unlike some rivals which feature a 
mimsy e-diff, the Astra gets a heavy duty mechani¬ 
cal multi-plate limited slip differential made by mo- 
torsport component manufacturer, Drexler. This 
offers great traction out of corners, where you can 
feel the diff dragging you to the apex under power. 
Delicious. 

As you'd expect, the VXR is properly rapid, smash¬ 
ing its way to 60mph in just 5.9 seconds on the 
way to a 155mph maximum. It also makes quite a 
few odd noises, the soundtrack being a symphony 
of chuffs, whistles and muted roars under full 
power. It's not a peaky engine, with maximum 
torque being developed all the way from 2,450 to 
5,000rpm. As such, power delivery isn't as dra¬ 
matic as you might expect, but it's one of those 
cars that can make effortless cross country 
progress and is always going 15-20mph quicker 
than your initial estimate.

“He knows the club, which is a real bonus 
for me, and he’s more than ready for this 
role. At our last club he stepped up, had an 
opinion and was strong alongside me. That 
stuck in my mind and I’ve been waiting to 
bring someone in to help us on the coach¬ 
ing side.

PAUL Buckle is unsure what 
sparked a change of heart in 
contract rebel Dan Walker but 
the manager is delighted to 
have retained a player he has 
high hopes for.
